1952 Review: Freight Volume Sets New 


Record; Passenger 


OUTHERN PACIFIC’S revenue 
freight volume will hit an all-time 


high of about 41 billion ton-miles in* 


1952, President D. J. Russell revealed 
in a year-end review of the Company's 
operations. This year’s final figures 
should establish a record freight load 
of nearly a billion ton-miles over the 
peak war year of 1944, he said. 

Passenger traffic volume continued at 
a high level in 1952, despite strong com- 
petition of highway transportation. Since 
1940 Southern Pacific’s passenger reve- 
nues have more than doubled, aided by 
the spectacular population growth of the 
territory served by the railroad, he 
added. 

For the ninth consecutive year South- 
ern Pacific improved its gross ton-miles 
per freight train hour record, the key 
index in measuring operating efficiency, 
the president stated. The new figure of 
50,600 ‘gross ‘ton-miles per freight train 
-hour is 4-per cent over 1951 and 39 per 
cent above the previous peak traffic year 
of 1944. He attributed much of this im- 
proved ‘efficiency ‘to use of new or im- 
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Traffic Level High 


proved plant facilities and rolling stock. 
Investments in-such betterments for the 
railroad plant in 1952 will amount to 
about $60,000,000, including affiliates, 


“Provided we can obtain deliveries of 
new diesels and freight equipment, our 
expenditures will be somewhat greater 
in 1953,” Russell said. 


Southern Pacific and its wholly owned 
affiliates have spent about $465,000,000 
since the end of 1945 for transportation 
plant improvements, in addition to heavy 
expenditures for maintenance. 
Important among the railroad’s addi- 
tions and improvements are 298 diesel 
freight locomotives, 197 diesel switching 
locomotives.and 32,194 new freight cars 
acquired since January 1946. In that 
period, Southern- Pacific has increased 
the total capacity of its. freight cars in 
service by 31 per cent,.it was'stated.’On 
order are 51 new diesel freight locomo- 
tives, seven diesel ‘switching © locomo- 
tives, and 5,760 new: freight :cars. ‘Pur- 
chase of 2,000 additional freight -cars 
has been authorized, raising the postwar 
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freight car acquisition program to a 
grand total of approximately 40,000. 

For passenger train service Southern 
Pacific has purchased 23 diesel locomo- 
tives and 235 passenger train cars since 
the war and has three other passenger 
Jocomotives on order. The Company has 
spent more than $37,000,000 since the 
end of 1945 for new streamlined passen- 
ger cars and diesel passenger locamo- 
tives. 

Largest single improvement project 
completed in 1952 was the “push-button 
controlled” railroad yard at Roseville, 
expanded and modernized and now cap- 
able of handling 4,800 freight cars in 
and out daily compared with 3,120 be- 
fore. A similar type yard improvement 
was completed at Los Angeles in 1950. 
Plans for 1953 include continued track 
and yard improvements over the SP 
system, Russell announced. 

Also in 1953 the railroad expects to 
complete a 15-mile by-pass line which 
will divert much of its Los Angeles har- 
bor area freight trafic away from the 
congested part of Los Angeles, thus 
facilitating freight movements in south- 
erm California. 

Authorized in 1952, for completion in 
1953, is the installation of approximate- 
ly 100 miles of additional centralized 
traffic control to increase the train carry- 
ing capacity of track between Klamath 
Falls and Crescent Lake, Oregon, and 
another 34 miles of similar installation 
between Harrisburg and Rosenberg, 
Texas. And in 1953 Southern Pacific 
plans to install radio communications 
on ite Shasta Route in Oregon, similar 
to installations now nearing completion 
on the Sierra Nevada line. 

A mechanized system of car account- 
ing was placed in operation over a large 
part of the railroad network in 1952, 
using punched cards reproduced auto- 
matically by teletype, This system of 
transmitting records simultaneously to 
a number of terminals and to account- 


‘ing centers will be expanded in 1953.

Use of business machines, and the fur- 
ther mechanizing of maintenance work 
and the handling of freight, also will be 
continued in 1953. 


In the past year, 141 units of high- 
way trucking equipment were acquired 
for the service provided by Southern 
Pacific’s trucking affiliates along more 
than 15,500 miles of highway routes. in 
coordination with trains. 

The Company’s equipment obligations 
outstanding were reduced during the 
year from $149,866,000 to $139,281,000. 
Of funded debt, other than equipment 
obligations, $10,383,000 principal 
amount had been acquired, called for 
redemption in 1952, or converted inte 
common stock, through Dec, 12, 1952, 


Huge Taxes 


Southern Pacific Transportation Sys- 
tem’s taxes came to about $88,000,000 
in 1952, averaging $167 a minute, night 
and day. 

President Russell said Southern Paci- 
fic is hopeful that Congress will repeal 
or reduce the present excise taxes on 
both freight and passenger transporta- 
tion. He pointed out that the present 
taxes are discriminatory against western 
shippers and passengers, since on the 
average they must ship or travel farther 
and their transportation bills are higher 
than those in other sections of the 
country. 

Southern Pacific’s velume of business 
in 1953 is expected to continue on the 
high level of 1952, he said. Commenting 
on the population growth in the states 
served by the Southern Pacific System, 
he estimated that population in the area 
has risen 45 per cent between 1940 and 
the end of 1952. Industrial growth, he 
added, continues at a high level in South- 
ern Pacific territory, which is the fastest 
developing region of the country. There 
is no indication of a downward trend 
in business conditions, Russell stated. 
“If the nation gets lower taxes, business 
will continue to climb,” he predicted. 
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Warm smiles of welcome were worn by Con- 
ductor Bil!

1,000,000th Passenger 
Rides “Shasta Daylight” 


WHEN the Shasta Daylight left Oak- 
land Pier on the morning of De- 
cember 19 it was carrying the one mil- 
lionth passenger to ride the twin stream- 
liners since they went in service between 
San Francisco and Portland in July 
1949, 

The distinction of holding the ticket 
that hit the million mark fell to []-year- 
old Alice Smith of Oakland, traveling 
with her mother to spend Christmas 
with her grandparents in Seattle. As 
she boarded the train she was met by 
Vice President Claude E. Peterson and 
General Passenger Agent F. E. Watson, 
who presented her with a purse. In the 
dining car a surprise awaited her in 
the form of a huge cake, suitably in- 
scribed, served by Waiter Charlie Smith 
(see cover). The cake later was shared 
by other children on the train. As guests 
of the railroad, Alice and her mother 
were given special attention by the train 
crew and in her honor the diesel loco- 
motive carried the lettering “1,000,000th 
Passenger” painted on its nose.

Mebile “Classreoms” 


ANY Southern Pacific people are 

enjoying the opportunity of going 
back to school. Come to think of it, that 
statement isn’t entirely correct—actually, 
school is coming to them, 

The classrooms are three special cars 
that Motive Power Department has 
equipped to explain the intricacies of air 
conditioning, car lubrication and diesel 
maintenance and operation. 

During each car’s circuit around the 
railroad, everyone who is interested has 
an opportunity to take instruction. 
Classes are held during off-duty hours. 
Attendance is not required, but many 
men take advantage of the opportunity 
to learn how to do their work correctly 
and more efficiently. 

Motive Power's first mobile classroom 
was the diese] instruction car. Put into 
operation early in 1949, it was one of 
the first of its type used by any railroad. 


SP’s diesel instruction car is unique in 
that it containg full size working mod- 
els of the controls and equipment found 
in a diesel locomotive. Included among 
the training aids is a cut-away section of 
a diesel engine driven by a separately 
mounted electric motor. The diesel in- 
struction car provides an ideal arrange- 
ment for conducting classes, being free 
from engine room noise, which is always 
present when instruction is attempted 
on the diesel units in a maintenance 
shop. 

No one person is regularly assigned as 
instructor on the car. Manufacturers’ 
representatives, road foremen of engines 
and diesel supervisors have been used as 
instructors. Motive Power representa- 
tives supervise arrangements necessary 
for smooth operation of the car, but in- 
struction is often the responsibility of 
Division supervisors. : 
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Other SP Instruction Cars are devoted to Alr- 
Conditioning (above} and Lubrication {right}. 
in latter, instructor is pointing out procedure 
for servicing journal boxes. 


Classes are divided generally into 
“Operating” and “Maintenance”; the 
latter being subdivided into electrical 
and mechanical, “Operating” instruc- 
tions cover all phases of operation, in- 
cluding air brake apparatus and steam 
generators. Theoretical instruction is 
used only when necessary to outline sim- 
ple corrective measures for road trou- 
bles. “Maintenance” instructions follow 
manufacturers’ outlines and include all 
phases of diesel upkeep. Reading and 
interpretation of blueprints, wiring and 
piping diagrams, are given when re- 
quested. 


Another perambulating classroom is 
the air conditioning and heating car. It

contains many different exhibits and 
working models of heating, air condi- 
tioning and ventilating equipment. This 
car has been in use about two years, 
during which time it has traveled over 
the entire Southern Pacific System. 

Instruction is provided by district in- 
spectors or supervisors of air condition- 
ing and lighting, Mechanical depart- 
ment people, as well as train crews, por- 
ters and others who may have an occa- 
sion to attend the air conditioning 
equipment on line, are given an oppor- 
tunity to take part in the classes. A 
tape recorder with special instructional 
recordings is used, and one end of the 
ear has been set up for the showing of 
movies and slides. 

Motive Power's latest mechanized 
schoolhouse is the lubrication instruc- 
tion car, It is equipped so that actual 
demonstrations can be given showing the 
proper ‘method of car lubrication. 

Among other things,.the car is 

“equipped with a full size.model of a 
journal box that can ‘be -packed by 3 
student. -Then-the model may be- sep- 
arated to-determine if the ‘packing job 
“was done effectively. Cut-away models 
of three ‘types of roller bearings are also 
‘on: display “as /are all of the -different 
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types of tools and equipment used in 
car lubrication. 

One end of the car is organized as a 
24-seat auditorium. Slide films and 
movies are shown there, augmenting the 
personal instruction handled by Motive 
Power representatives and local super- 
visors. 

Motive Power Department has another 
interesting car in operation on the rail- 
road. This one isn’t a class room, how- 
ever. It's a jaboratory on wheels, We'll 
tell you about it next month. 


“Transportation of Perishables” 
will be the subject of a three day con- 
ference at the University of California, 
Davis, Feb. 5-7. The conference is to 
be jointly sponsored by the California 
Terminal Railroads, the AAR, and UC 
Extension. W..W. Hale, SP vice presi- 
dent, system freight traffic, will be a 
principal speaker.

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They Keep Us 
Rolling Along 


ViTat to progress the world over is 
the wheel, In its myriad forms it 
makes our very civilization possible. 
Without the wheel transportation would 
be nonexistent; agriculture could not 
prosper; mining and lumbering would 
languish; industry could not function; 
famine and pestilence would stalk the 
land. 

In the picture above are a few of the 
millions of car wheels which bear the 
immense traffic of our railroads. The 
modern chilled car wheel is the result 
of a century of engineering research 
and manufacturing skill. This research 
comprises design, chemistry, metallurgy, 
mill and foundry practice, and Jabora- 
tory and service tests. For example, the 
Jatest chilled car wheel, known as 
AARX-1, recognized as standard in 
freight use, was accepted and approved 
by the Mechanical Division, Association 
of American Railroads, as a result of 
service testing of some 400,000 wheels 
over a three year period. 

In addition to research conducted by 
the railroads, manufacturers of wheels 
have established research laboratories 
where problems of manufacture and de- 


sign are being studied at all times in 
cooperation with the railroads. 

The efficiency of the modern car wheel 
is attested by the fact that a standard 
33-inch wheel in freight service is built 
to run 600,000 miles—equal to 190 trips 
ftom coast to coast — under normal 
operating conditions. 

In addition to the millions of wheels 
rolling daily in freight, passenger, ex- 
press and mail service, railroad repair 
plants must always keep large numbers 
of wheels in stock to meet any emer- 
gency which may arise and to replace 
wheels which are constantly reaching 
the end of their service life.

As individuals, the station 
agents are generally highly thought of 
by the people of their towns, and they 
are welcomed by merchants when they 
drop in as representatives of the rail- 
road. The same applies to our traffic 
people. 

But if a shipment arrives at destina- 
tion in an unsatisfactory cendition such 
as the one shown above, it isn’t so easy 
to sell our service. True, the agent can 
try to keep the dealer appeased by see- 
ing that his claim is paid as rapidly as 
possible, but that doesn’t help the situa- 
tion too much. The dealer is in business 
to sell merchandise, not collect claims. 

No one gets any profit out of damaged 
goods. But the railroad .stands to -be 
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the biggest loser. It loses money, it 
loses the. friendship of its customers, 
and it hurts its chance of getting addi- 
tional business. “Everyone engaged in

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handling freight should work to climi- 
nate damage,” P, M.:Chaimov, mana- 
ger of freight protection, merchandise 
and station service, says. “We must 
back up the people who scli SP service.” 

According to Chaimov, most freight 
damage comes from improper car han- 
dling. “The most positive thing we can 
do to insure a perfect shipment is keep 
coupling speeds at four miles an hour 
or less,” Chaimov says. “That’s the 
speed of a good fast walk. If all switch- 
ing signals are properly given and 
closely observed, and if cars are 
coupled at the proper speed, we will 
cut damage to an absolute minimum.” 

“Remember,” Chaimov says, “Build 
Business for Tomorrow, Prevent a Claim 
Today.”

Sy LOUIS, Missouri, calls itself the 
“Main Line Crossroads of the 
U.S.A.” It may well be, since it is the 
country’s second largest transportation 
center and is served by eighteen trunk 
lines, three shortline railroads and four 
railroads engaged exclusively in switch- 
ing. The St. Louis Southwestern Ry., 
an affiliate of SP, has its general offices 
in St. Louis. 


SP General Agent Arnold K. Swann 
and a staff of IL, headquartered in St. 
Louis, solicit the highly diversified busi- 
ness of this commercially active city 
and a wide surrounding area. Their ter- 
ritory consists of all except the extreme 
western “portion of Missouri, part of 
southern ‘Iowa, and central and -south- 
ern Llinois. 

Many products -of the St. Louis area 
are world renowned. Among the manu- 
factured articles are automobiles and 
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parts, chemicals, drugs, beer, prepared 
foods, farm implements, shoes, wash- 
ing machines, refrigerators, refractories, 
railroad cars, textiles, and many kinds 
of electrical and other machinery. Of

No long ago a young homemaker 
wrote us as follows: “What on 
earth is the secret of good broiling? I 
have an awful time with it. Help. Help.” 


Our answer was something like this: 
Big thing about broiling is to know 
your range—read the directions that 
come with it. If your range is an old- 
timer, just get the broiler hot as you 
can, put the meat on broiling rack 
about 3 inches under flame or electric 
unit and Jeave oven door slightly open. 

If it’s chicken you're broiling, have 
broiler split in halves or quarters. Rub 
with cut cleve of garlic, then with 
oil. Start with skin-side down, When 
you turn them, season and baste with 
a little oil or butter and hot water. (See 
sketch. Basting is spooning liquid over 
the meat to keep it from drying out, 
you know.) Turn often. . 


How long? About 35 minutes for 
chicken; 20 to 25 for steak or chops; 
5 to 10 for thin slice of ham; 15 min. for 
tomato slices. Your judgment will tell 
you—-if you keep your eyes on the 
broiling!

Beat again, then stir in 1 cup drained 
crushed pineapple, 1 cup coconut, and. 
1 cup chopped pecans. Put a layer of 
vanilla wafers in the bottom of a hig 
serving dish. Spread filling over them. 
Cover with more wafers. Chill in re- 
frigerator for several hours. Serve gar- 
nished with whipped cream. A nice des- 
sert for bridge!
